Jim Smith, the colored brakeman 
shot by Wm. Brent, col, at the I. C. 
depot Wednesday, was taken to 
Paducah. The Nevre- Democrat says: 
"With six bullets in his body, Jim 
Smith, a brakeman for the Illinois 
Central railroad, lies in a critical 
conditiop at the L C. hospital 
West Broadway, where he wa.s 
brought at C:30 Wednesday evening 
He was shot twice in the right 
lung, once in the left lung, once in 
the right arm below the elbow, once 
in the left arm above the elbow, and 
in the lower part of the abdomen.' 

A brief account of the shooting 
was given in Thursday's Kentuckian, 
Fuller d' liiils are now at hand. A 
brother of Puvnt's.a boy about i: 
14 years old. was worrying Smith at 
the depot. Ho turned the faucet 
of a big oil tank and Smith 
caught him just in time to stop the 
waste of oil. The boy refused to 
leave the yards and for half an hour 
ha threw rocks and annoyed the 
brakeman, until he finally caught 
him and held him while the agent 
telephon. d for an officer. Wm Brent, 
who livrd not far uwa.v, ,trut a i)istol 
and wont to the (U-\h^: Urfcr,- 
officer arrived and pi.slol in hand 
told Smith to turn the boy looSe or 
he would shoot him. Smith said. 
"You'll have to shoot then. I'm 
going to hold this boy till the police 
get here.-" Without anoihi-r w 
Brent emptied the five chamhors of 
a 82 pistol into Smith, one ball pa.ss- 
ing through the right arm, thrown 
up to ward off the attack, and en- 
tering the lung, thus making six 
wounds in all. 

Brent broke the empty pistol, 
throwing out\ the shells, and met 
OfKtvr "lerrltt, aiid was Taken in... 

;.r!y. Officers Merritt aiui Hord 
were hurrying to the scene, on diff- 
erent streets, when they heard the 
shots. 

Brent has been turned o"er to the 
county authorities.

H«r Commercial Clubt Fail In Work 
Undertakan for the Improvvmant 
of Local Conditions. 

In a wPBtern town not long aince a 
General Call waa Issued to cittsens to 
bold a Meeting for the purpoie of or- 
ganizing a Business Men's Asaoclation, 
or as the papers announccMl, a Com- 
merctal club. According to the News- 
paper ReporU of the event the meet- 
ing was a Grand Success, and aome 40 
or 50 prominent citizens enrolled their 
names as members. Thus the Com- 
mercial club was started on Its Career. 

Among the active cltisena a&d those 
who were foremost In advocating the 
Club as an ImpoVtant Thing for the 
welfare of the Town, were a Minister 
and a Lawyer. The good clergyman 
was made the SecreUry, a Banker of 
the town was elected President, and 
the Lawyer Treasurer. As is usual 
with such clubs, a CoOBtltutlon and 
By-laws were adopted; an Executive 
Committee appointed, and also a Hus- 
tling Committee ta add Pnsh to the 
club. It was outlined that by harmony 
and co-operation the town could be 
Boomed and made much Better. One 
of the Things desired waa a Public 
Library. Among the other Things 
were Manufacturing Enterprises, a 
Creamery and another Elevator for the 
town, to rompete with the one Eleva- 
tor already located there. 

Six months of careful labor on the 
part of the Commercial Club devel- 
oped the fact that the efforts towards 
securing any of these Things' were 
without results. There was no Library, 
the Creamery Proposition was consid- 
ered unfavorable, as the farmers could 
secuie more by shipping their cream 
out of Town than the Creamery could 
afford to i>ay, and as to the Elevator, 
only a part of the Stock necessary for 
ItB start was subsiriliod. An Invcsti- 
galion revealed that out of this very 
same town each day an avi'iatic of 
more than $200 was Ix iiiK •'^fnt to Out- 
side Cities for Goodf< tbat might as 
well have been purchased at the home 
stores. It was discovered that the 
Minister, who was the Secretary of 
the Club, all the while he waa .Advo- 
cating Town Improvement, was quiet 
ly Working among the Members of hU^ 
Flork to secure Orders for Groceries 
and other goods to send to a Chlcaj-ro 



In his Ikuuv town, and sent away lli. 
money to a foreiicn place for rugs, aud 
also a 'Piano that ornamented his 
home. 

These misled Enterprising Citizens 
were working all along the wrong 
linei While they were Anxious to Im- 
prove the Town, to start the Creamery 
— that, perhaps, would keep a few 
thousand dollars a year in the town — 
an Elevator that was almost unneces- 
sary, as the one already located in the 
Town was capable of handling all the 
grain produced in the neighborhood, 
and would result In no saving or the 
bringing in of greater Income, they 
overlooked the importance of devising 
means of retaining Business to the 
Town that was going away from it. 
The very ones intrusted with the 
Building Up Of the Industries of the 
Place were foremost In turning over 
to other communities the Dollars that 
should be retained to improve the 
Home Trade, and make Wealthy the 
community. 

Moral— It would be well for mem- 
bers of Commercial Clubs to take heed 
that the most Important action for the 
Club to Uke is to Devise Means of 
Protecting Enterprises already estab- 
lished Instead of gaining new Enter 
prises of Doubtful Utility. 



FOR MAIL-ORDER TRADE. 

Factories Where Adulterated and Mis- 
branded Qoods are Put Up. 

A visit made a short time ago by 
the health ofUcers of Chicago to a fac 
tory where canned goods were pre 
pared for the mai!-<5rder trade, dis- 
closed the fact that it was a rank 
artificial food factory. Tomato cat 
sups were made from pumpkin pulp: 
flne strawberry and raspberry jam was 
made from glucose, starch and the 
only evidence of fruits were a lot of 
dried apple peelings and cons, which 
were used as a base. The seed sui> 
posed to the berry seeds, was grass 
seed; the natural coloring was coal tar

HINTS At TO MAKING THE HOME 
MARKET BETTER. 



IMNDUNG OF FARM PRODUCE 



How Merchants and Farmeri Can Co- 
Operate' to Their Mutual Advan- 
tage In a Business Way. 

Many agricultural towns could be 
vastly imi)roved by affording farmers 
better markets for the produce that 
they have to dispose of. In the ra- 
dius of every country vtltage there 
Is sn^lclent hitter and eggs and other 
prodooU to Ate marketed, the hand- 
llns of which would make a profitable 



The custom that has prevailed for 
many years of storekeepers indiscrim- 
inately handling produce does not ap- 
pear to be to the best interests of 
towns or It may be said, to the mer- 
chants or the farmers. In the first 
place the average storekeeper has 
no facilities for the proper handling 
of perlshai)!e products. He may not 
receive sufliclent to enable him to dis- 
pose of the "product to the greatest 
advantage. Therefore Instead of mak- 
ing any profit upon what he handles, 
many times he Is the losor and looks 
for his compensation In the trade that 
may be given him by the farmers who 
bring in the produce. 

It is important to a town whether 
it Is reputed to be a good produce 
market or otherwise. Where the 
farmer can receive a cent or two 
more for his batter and eggs he is 
likely to turn his attention. In some 
towns there are regular buyers of 
produce, but often these metliods are 
such as to be unsatisfactory and re- 
sult In loss of trade to the place. 

Merchants generally exc haiiK'' trends 
for whatever produce may be brought 
to tbem. In many places they will 
not pay cash, and It has been known 
where cash lias been paid that it im 
mediately found Its way to some other 
town where goods was purchased. 

Each town that has any consider- 
able patronage from the farming com- 
munity surrounding it, should have 
a small cold storage plant. One plan 
that has been found practicable in 
many towns is the organization of a 
produce company In which merchants 
of the town as well as the farmers 
are stockholders. These concerns pro- 
vide every facility for the proper 
jiacking and storage of eggs and but- 
ter and other perishable produce, and 
sometimes Include a butter renovat- 
ing plant. Where such companies are 
operated the merchants refuse to 
handle produce, referring all who have 
such to sell to the produce company. 
I lie company pays the highest mar- 
ket price for what it buys. Instead 
of paying cash, due bills are issued 
which are accepted the same as cash 
at all the stores in town. Each week 
the merchants who receive these due 
bills In exchange for goods have them 
cashed at the ofllce of the produce 
company. 

By paying from a cent to two cents 
a dozen more for eggs or per pound 
for butter these produce companies 
have been wonderful factors In bring- 
ing trade to the place. Not alone do 
they benefit the town by bringing ad- 
ditional patronage to tbe merchants, 
but tbe business can be highly profit- 
able If managed rightly. It requires 
but little capital to operate such an 
establishment. It is well when organ 
Izatlon is taken up to limit the 
amount of stock that each shareholder 
receives to one or two shares of a 
par value of 160 or |100. An effort 
should be made to have as many mer-

many sbaraholdera among 
the farmers as can be had. It should 
be understood that instead of paying 
cash, farmers pay for their shares 
of stock in produce at prevailing mar- 
ket prices. With all the merchants 
in the town interested in the suc- 
cess of the company, and the farmers 
throughout the country also share- 
holders and participants in profits that 
may be made, It will be soon found 
that the produce company will be 
handling all the produce business that 
originates in the community. 

In many localities where this plan 
has been pi^t in operation the farmers 
have discovered that they could re- 
ceive better prices for their butter 
and cream and eggs than nnder the 
old system. Being asaoetated in a 
way with the business iatereats of the 
place they become more interested In 
all alTairs of the town and are more 
Inclined to 'work in harmony with the 
merchants towards anything that has 
the improvement of the hoBM town 
in view. One of the destrabia things 
about this plan is iu tendency to 
lessen the practice of residents of 
r ural communities trading with mall 
order houses' and department stores 
In tbe large cities. Another admir- 
able feature is the adding of aa 
additional labor-saving Industry to 
the town and the keeping of the earn- 
ings of the people In circulation in 
the community.

It Is evident that were the business 
men of small towns to follow out to 
acme extent the plans of these large 
houses, the homa market would be ma- 
terially Improved. In the agricultural 
towns merchants are the moat exten- 
sive handlers of farmers' produce. 
This business is incidental to tha mer- 
cantllo business, and few merchants 
have proper faclllUea tor the storing 
and proper care of perishable goods, 
therefore, immediately upon receiving 
MKilles from the farmer, consign- 
ineata are made to the commisaloa 
-BMSes In the large cities, and thus are 
tha large commission men enabled to 
Obtain control of the markets and to 
maalpulate prices. 

Bsch agricultural community pro- 
Moes enough poultry and eggs and 
iillscellaneous dairy products to sup- 
port a prosperous erclusive produce 
house. Hut when the articles that the 
farmers h:iv,> for sale are distributed 
amon^; ,i iiozpn or more stores, each 
acting ind. pendently. It is evident that 
highest market prices cannot be paid. 
Ike plan proposed for the organlza- 
iwa<of co-operative produce companies 
In each town has many desirable 
points In its favor. At small expense 
a coldstorage plant of adequate capac- 
ity to handle all perishable products 
of the community can be put in order. 
A plant of this kind. If rightly man- 
aged, would greatly improve the con- 
ditions of the local markets and higher 
prices could be paid for produce than 
the merchants could afford to pay for 
the aame. 

A number of towns in the middle 
west, have adopted this system, and 
with sucrpss. Not alone have the 
home markets been greatly Improved, 
but a gifAior volume of trade has 
been brongln to the merchants. Should 
thU plan be universally followed, in 
agricultural districts, It would lessen 
the opportimlty for the manipulation 
of prices of produce, and the "corner- 
tag of the market" by the large com- 
mission and packing houses.

BSCS MAKE FRUIT QROW. 

Honey tha Ltfiat of tha Proflta from 
Busy IntMta. 

Honey producing la only one o( the 
misglons oC the bee. Indeed, for actual 
proflt, the boney is but a minor Item. 

Some years a^o I moved to a small 
place up the Hudson river. I wanted 
a bee term and selected for that pur- 
pose a spot anion K apple, cherry and 
plum rroea, some of which had never 
horue friiU, others none for years 
past. My landlord told nifl I might cut 
down cortahi tre«B. aa they were 
worthless, and^ be Intund putting 
out some fine nursery sto< k 

Being bder I did uot. cut ilie trees 
down. They blossomed (reely and of 
course we pal^ no further hoed to 
them than to break blooms bf tha 
armfui when we* wanted floral deco- 
rations. 

The cherry trees were, much to the 
owner's astonlshuient, loaded with 
very large, perfect fruit. He could not 
anderstand it; such a thing bad not 
bappened tor years. 

Early in the autumn while waiting 
for a swarm of bees to settle I ob- 
served a number of fine apples upon 
one of the smaller condemned tree*. 
WlK>n the landlord's attention was 
called to them he was completely my»- 
llltcd and called in his neighbors to 
see tlK! woniirr 

r.ater we f^atherml from this tree 
barrel of the finest fall pip- 
seen In that vicinity. 
No arf^iinient would convince the 
man that "them pesky bees" had any- 
thinK to do with the yield of fruit on 
tj>c place. He Insisted that some sort 
of fertilizer must have been used. 

that time I have demonstrated 
by scores of experiments that treea 
which had for many seasons borne lit- 
tle good fruit, or possibly none at all. 
have been brought up to a high stand- 
ard of productiveness by the prtesence 
of bees. They carried tho pollen, fer- 
tilized the blossoms and a bountiful 
harvest was the result. 

Regardless of the bonny crop, every 
fruit grower should have a few col- 
onies of bees. If when the bloom Be»^ 
son is past there is so little nectar In 
mldseason flowers that the bees must 
be fed it is a decided economy to feed 
them, as In cases where a strict ac- 
count has been kept the cash value of 
orchard products alone has been 
doubled by their assistance.— Suburb- 
an Mfe.

Then 
this deed the swindler is in'posith 
negotlatn a loan upon the land. This 
game has been successfully worked in 
a number of western states. 

Residents of agricultural districts 
should be continually on their guard 
against the signing of receipts or any 
Ictnd of contract which may be pre- 
sented to them by strangers. Within 
the past year somejsmooth swindlers 
have succeeded In securing thousaHfla^ 
ot dollars on fraudulent notes, secur-' 
Ing from farmers, who were foolish 
enough to take for trial washing ma- 
chines, refrigerators, etc., and to give 
Ihoir r.T( i|ii.s lor thn stniio. These re- 
roipts linnlii:; up later as negotiable 

The writor of checks cannot be too 
careful in filling in the aiiuiunts. The 
favorite methods of the check receiver 
is to Insert after the words "six," 
"seven," •'eight" or "nine" the letter 
"y" or "ty" and change the ciphers in 
the check ai^rdlngly. Thus it can be 
seen that a check written for eight 
dollars, by the addition of the letter 
"y" can be made to read for eighty 
dollars and the changing of the 
amount, if it be in numerals, by the 
addition of cipher, makes the forgery, 
when well executed, hard to discover.

VETERAN EDITOR DEAD 

Maj. A. J. Morey Passes 
A«ray io Old Age. 



Maj. A. J. Morey. soldier and 
newspaper man. died at home in 
Cyntbiana Wednesday after a linger- 
ing illneas from paratysi*. in his 
eightieth year. Maj. Morey was 
bom in Canada, coming to Lexing- 
ton when guile young. 

He served in the Mexican war, 
afterward establishing the Cynthi- 
ana News in 1849. He joined the 
Confederate army and wa.s in prison 
several months at Carfip t'hase, 
capin>? and Roing to Memphis, where 
he edited th(?
